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REMARKS 

In the Office Action, Claims 1,4-9 and 1 1-22 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as 
being obvious over U.S. Publ. No. 2004/0250069 Al to Kosamo in view of IEEE Standard 
802.16-2001. 

Claims 1, 6, 13, 17 and 20 are amended. No new matter is introduced. 

Claims 2-3 and 10 were previously cancelled. Claims 1, 4-9 and 1 1-22 are pending in the 
application. 

Reconsideration of this application is respectfully requested for the following reasons. 

In the present application, a method is provided for requesting a service-specific traffic 
encryption key from a subscriber station to a base station in a data communication system, with 
the present invention including steps of determining a service type for a traffic encryption key, of 
generating a Key Request message for requesting a traffic encryption key corresponding to the 
determined service type, of sending the generated Key Request message to the base station, and 
of receiving a Key Reply message including the traffic encryption key corresponding to the 
determined service type from the base station. In particular, each of independent Claims 1, 6, 13, 
1 7 and 20 are amended to clarify that these steps are all performed by a subscriber station prior 
to establishing the traffic connection between the subscriber station and the base station, which 
none of the cited references, taken alone or in combination, disclose or suggest. 

Accordingly, Claims 1,6, 13, 17 and 20 are believed to be in condition for allowance. 
Without conceding the patentability perse, dependent Claims 4-5, 7-9, 1 1-12, 14-16, 18, 19, 21 
and 22 are allowable in view of their dependence therefrom. 

All of the pending claims, i.e. Claims 1,4-9 and 1 1-22, are believed to be in condition for 
allowance.
